THE QUESTION BOX. 
HICAGO.—[To the Editor.]—Will 
you please answer the following 
questions on Illinois yiver hunt- 
ing? 1. Is it lawful to build a 
duck blind about 4 feet out in the river 
in front of a privately owned and 
posted piece of ground on the Illinois 
river and shoot over the river from a 
boat which is floating in this blind? 
2. Is it lawful to land on privately 
owned property which is posted and 
walk back 60 feet or shoot off.the land 
over the river? Duck HUNTER. 


Answer.—1. To shoot from such & dfind 
as you describe would be unlawful. A hunter 
is prohibited from building any duck blind 
beyond the edge of vegetation. Article 2, 
section 16, EB. says: “It shall be unlawful 
to hunt any euch water fowls from fixed 
or artificial ambush located beyond the lines 
of the natural covering of reeds, canes, wil- 
lows, flags, crooked brush, wild rice or other 
vegetation above the open waters of any 
lake, river, ete.” Seddndly, one shooting 
four feet out from posted land and in the river 
without permission from the land owner is 
trespassing and liable to arrest. 2. Without 
permission from the land owner this practice 
would also be unlawful and the hunter doing 
it would be liable to arrest for trespassing, 
according to article 3, section 24 of the 
game laws. This trespassing law is being 
rigidly enforced now. $

And, accord 
ing to the medical adviser, it is much 
easier to observe the general rules of 
hygiene which make for longevity— 
four eyes instead of two are on the 
watch. Thus the first symptoms of dis- 
ease are often visible to the eyes of a 
loving wife, and as prevention is bet- 
ter than the cure, such disease may be 
checked by prompt treatment.

treatment. There can be no’ doubt 
about it that a married man is far bet- 
ter nursed in case of sickness than is 
a single man. And we all know a good 
nurse can often do just as much good, 
sometimes even more, than the most 
skillful physician.” 


The best means for attaining a long 
life is moderation in all things. And 
there is no doubt that this can be much 
better observed in married than in sit- 
gle life.
